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Py ERTH Glory’s elevation to 
@ the top of the table sets 
the scene for a fascinating run- 
in to the finals - and you'll have 
to be at Perth Oval to see any 
of the action. 

The National Soccer League has 
many critics and many of the 
criticisms are justified, but it also 
has some fine players and has 
produced some excellent games 
this season. Unfortunately, in the 
words ofa British actor, “nota lot 
of people know that”. 

The reality today is that most 
people get their exposure to top 
Class sport through television. This 
inspires many to come and sample 
the live action and assists many 
more in deciding to follow a team, 
buy the merchandise and support 
the sponsors. 

Australian soccer though has 
always had a bit of a problem with 
getting television exposure. 

In the old days it was because 
nobody wanted to watch it, 
nobody was interested in 
“wogball” you see, everyone 
wanted proper “Australian” sports 
on the television. 

This seemed a strange excuse 
because odd little radio shows 
tucked away in the dead of night 
used to get very high listening 
gures for broadcasts of soccer 
rom places like England and Italy. 
Then came the advent of 
satellite television and again the 
argument that soccer was not 
popular seemed a little misplaced. 
Many fans signed up for what was 


originally a limited content. That 
has grown in recent seasons and 
you see boards all over town 
advertising big matches on the big 
screen, in addition to the 
thousands of sets in people's 
homes of course. 

Finally came a World Cup 
played in Australia's time zone and 
the results were astounding. The 
most watched sports program 
across the entire country last year 
was the World Cup Final. 

In Western Australia several 
other matches featured in the top 
10, for the whole calendar year. 

There is no doubt now that 
Australian audiences want to 
watch soccer on television. This 
had to mean a better deal for the 
local product on television right? 
Wrong. 

Instead we have nothing. Not a 
single station shows extended 
highlights of the game. The station 
that has the rights, Channel 7, has 
decided it won't. The other 
stations cannot because Channel 
7 won't let them because it has the 
rights. 

Now the television 
programming decision makers in 
the east who have come up with 
this decision are clearly far from 
wise. 

They have a product which 
Australians have clearly 
demonstrated they want to watch 
and they will not let anyone watch 
it. Clearly they are not confident 
that their decision is based on fact 


because if it was they would 


happily cede the NSL component 
to another station. Why would 
they worry about doing this if the 
game is as unpopular as they say. 


The figures the game attracted | 


here in the west when Channel 
Seven in WA showed games on 
delay on Saturday nights were 
hugely encouraging. Audiences 
hovered around and occasionally 
broke through the 100,000 
barrier. There were even rumours 
that the unwise men from the east 
told Seven broadcasts had to stop 
because they were too successful 
and were encouraging other 
affiliates to look at dropping out 
of the network on Saturday nights. 

Whatever the arguments the 
simple fact is that fans are missing 
out on Glory away games and 
indeed on other cracking matches 
like the 6-4 win by South 
Melbourne over the Sharks earlier 
in the season. 

It must be frustrating for others 
too. Seven in WA has been very 
cooperative with Glory but 
presumably has to abide by 
directives from the other side of 
the country. It is a situation that 
needs urgent resolution. To have 
fans denied the chance to see a 
sport they have consistently 
shown they want to watch is 
hugely unfair. It would not be 
allowed to happen in Australian 
Rules Football (and less people 
watched the AFL grand final than 
the World Cup Final), 

It should not happen in soccer, 
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ODAY’S game against South Melbourne 
marks the Perth Glory’s 100" home match 
— including finals — in the National Soccer League. 
The journey to that milestone has taken seven 
years and in that time the Glory has risen from a 
fledgling club playing on a makeshift football-cum- 
soccer pitch to a super power of the NSL. That lofty 
status can be best depicted in the clubs two pre- 
miers’ trophies (from the 1999/2000 and 2001/02 
seasons) and its plans to grow further with the con- 
struction of a State-of-the-art stadium at Perth Oval. 
The completion of that purpose built soccer sta- 
dium (it will be ready for the start of next season) 
will represent the end of the Glory’s search for a 
permanent home after having played at Perth Oval, 
Subiaco Oval and the WACA Ground (football and 
cricket grounds). 
The home story began rather modestly for the 


Glory as they lost 4-1! to the Olympic Sharks in front 
of 9,639 fans on an October day to start the 1996/ 
97 season. 

Despite their unremarkable start the Glory were 
soon packing out Perth Oval with soccer sawy fans 
keen to catch ‘their new team’ in action. And by Janu- 
ary Perth Oval was brimming with |7,582 specta- 
tors who attended a game against the Marconi Stal- 
lions. 

It was the start of a ride for those fans that has 
provided them with many highlights as the Glory have 
hammered in 21 | goals — at an average of just more 
than two a game — during 62 wins, 18 draws and 19 
losses. That ride however is also responsible for the 
two gut-wrenching home grand final defeats. 

While those two matches stick in the stomach of 
Glory fans the Glory’s home finals record is good 
with five wins, two draws and a loss in seven home

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vals — with the grand final loss to the Wolves on 
enalties counting as a draw. 

Glory fans only had to wait until the team's third 
2ason before they could witness finals soccer in 
erth and they have not been without it since. 

After narrowly missing a top-six finals berth in 
their first two seasons — finishing seventh (96/97) 
ind eighth (97/98) — the Glory stormed into the 
finals of the 1998/99 season finishing in third posi- 
tion. 

The Glory’s first home final was a tense en- 
ounter against Adelaide City at the WACA 
Ground. Bobby Despotovski struck a late winner 

after a Damian Mori free kick had threatened to 
sive the Force the tie — sending the 25,067 fans 
1ome happy. 

It is against that same opposition, at the Force's 
Hindmarsh Stadium on February 28, that the Glory 
is due to notch its 200" game in the NSL. 

But for now, with a new stadium on the way 
and the Glory fans and players eager to claim the 
NSL Championship that has so far eluded them, 
Perth is only going to become a harder place for 
visiting teams to call on in the next 100 games.

was enough to catapult the Perth Glory 
to the top of the NSL ladder and end Newcastle 
United's unbeaten home record this season. 

The Glory travelled to the Energy Australia 
Stadium without striker Bobby Despotovski 
(ankle injury) and midfielder Gary Faria (groin) 
but welcomed back defender David Tarka after 
he missed the previous game through illness, 
while Anthony Danze made the squad for the 
first time. 

The Glory had not won in the Hunter Valley 
since 1997 and knew the task would not be 
any easier this time around with United’s 
unblemished home record. United's five wins 
and two draws at home had come on the back 
of some miserly defending having conceded just 
five goals. 

However, with five first team regulars out of 
his side, United coach lan Crook knew that 
home record would be tested against the Glory. 

His fears were brought home to roost in the 
first minute. 

United kicked off but lost possession almost 
immediately allowing Glory striker Damian

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Mori to take control. His run into the United 
box got him in behind the defence where he 
cut a pass back to Mrdja whose touch went in 
off the home team’s goalkeeper Daniel 
Beltrame. It was the 24-year-old striker’s fourth 
goal of the season and left the hosts shell 
shocked. 

Crook’s men were now forced to chase the 
game promoting some attractive and 
enterprising play from both sides in the early 
stages. 

While the Glory had the better of the first 20 
minutes, United began to settle following their 
initial discomfort and began to probe away at a 
Glory side who were becoming increasingly 
happy to defend their lead. 

After the break United took command 
forcing the Glory back but time and time again 
the visitors defence mopped up anything their 
hosts could muster. 

United had the ball in the net but Fijian 
international Esala Masi was ruled offside while 
the home side's leading goal scorer this season 
Joel Griffiths - with || goals - was denied by 
the woodwork following his fine drive from 
outside the area. 

In the end the Glory’s defence proved 
impenetrable collecting its eighth clean sheet 
of the season - the most in the league this 
season. 

The win also stretched the Glory's unbeaten 
run to seven games and took them top of the 
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following the Olympic Sharks’ surprise 
3-0 loss away to the Brisbane Strikers. a

HE visit of South Melbourne to Perth is always 

awaited with gleeful anticipation by Glory fans, 
and tonight's game is no different. Indeed this season 
the game, pitting first against third on the table, is as 
eagerly anticipated as any previous meeting. It is 
probably fitting that the |00th NSL game in Perth 
should involve Glory at the top of the table and the 
competition's historically most illustrious club, South 
Melbourne. 

Glory and Souths are the form teams. Both have 
picked up 19 points from a possible 24 in their last 8 
matches. In those 8 games each has conceded only 5 
goals but Glory do have a slight advantage in that 
they have scored 18 times compared to South's 13 
during the same period. 

This good form, together with the recent slump 
of Olympic, has contrived to place Glory on top of 
the competition for the first time since round 7 earlier 
in the season. The away win at Newcastle last week 
may not have been the prettiest but it did have that 
characteristic of championship material: get the nose 
in front and keep it there. The intention now must 
be to maintain the league position for the rest of first 
phase of competition. 

In that respect (and despite the history of the tie) 
one of the biggest threats to that ambition will 
probably be tonight’s game, Somewhat surprisingly, 
Souths don't have a great record at Perth Oval — 
last season's 0-0 draw was the first time that they 
took anything back across the Nullarbor — but they 
inflicted a 2-0 defeat on the Glory in the last meeting 
between the sides at Bob Jane Stadium earlier in the 
season, 

Ex-Glory boy Peter Buljan was a thorn in the 
collective side of his former colleagues that day, 
scoring the first and securing the penalty which led 
to the second goal. Buljan, who has been having a 
successful season in Albert Park, is one of three 
players who have played for both clubs. The other 
two of course are Con Boutsianis and Vas 
Kalogeracos. 
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The 100th NSL game in Perth then promises to 
be something special, Two of the top three teams — 
and incidentally the two leaders in the fair play table 
— at the height of their form, that special Saturday 
night atmosphere, and all to play for in terms of the 


league placings. 


The Opposition 

One of the blue ribbon clubs of Australian Soccer, 
South Melbourne arose in 1959 from the 
amalgamation of three existing Melbourne clubs into 
South Melbourne Hellas. As might be deduced from 
their name, there was a strong Greek background 
to the club which was very successful in the Victorian 
State League before joining the national competition 
as a founder member in 1977. 

They have played more games than any other club 
in NSL history (just over 750) and have won more 
games than anybody else in the league. They have 
won the championship title four times since it began 
to be decided with a finals series in 1984. Two of 
those wins were back-to-back titles in the 97/98 and 
98/99. 

The latter win gave them the right to progress to 
the Oceania qualifying play-offs for the World Club 
Championship which they duly won. Their reward 
was a tournament in South America playing against 
the likes of Manchester United and a cool $3million 
appearance money. 

Their NSL performance the following season 
appeared to be adversely affected by what might be 
called a “World Championship” hang-over but in 
2000/0! they. were a force again losing the Grand 
Final to the Wolves after taking out the Premiership. 

Instability both on, and off, the field followed — 
Souths have had four different coaches in as many 
campaigns — the upheavals not surprisingly affecting 
results on the park, 

A slow start last season required a super human 
effort in the second half to qualify for the finals. Having 
done this, they succumbed to the eventual 
Champions, the Olympic Sharks, in the Minor semi- 


al. Again this season Souths started slowly but yet

A couple of good chances had been wasted when 
controversy erupted on 35 minutes. Despotoyski 
broke free and with the goalkeeper wrong footed 
appeared to be was brought down by Vaughan 
Coveny in the area. The collective (and obviously 
objective) view of the Shed was that it was a 
deliberate foul, worthy of a penalty and by definition 
a sending off offence. Subsequent television replays 
questioned this view, but on this occasion the referee 
concurred: the penalty was awarded and Coveny 
walked. 

The Shed requirements were not totally satiated 
however. Despotovksi appeared to take a casual 
approach to the free kick and the penalty was easily 
saved. 

The disappointment of the missed penalty didn’t 
last long. Two minutes before half time Strudwick 
split the Lakers’ defence with a clever chip that was 
picked up by Kalogeracos on the right-hand edge of 
the box. When he cut back inside his marker it 
appeared initially that he had taken too much out of 
the ball, but in tryth Vas knew what he was doing

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far corner. 

Spectators had barely got time 
to get their breath back when 
Kalogeracos on the right, picking 
up a pass from a short free kick, 
unleashed a shot from 25 metres 
that just sailed into the top corner 
of the net. In an apparent 
transgression of all the laws of 
physics the ball moved vertically 
and horizontally in an amazing 
pattern to dip over the 
goalkeeper’s hand. It was, 
justifiably, voted goal of the season 
and was undoubtedly one of the 
best goals scored at Perth Oval. 

After that, the second half was 
always in danger of being an anti- 
climax and so it happened. There 
was no real response from the 
Lakers and when Kuzmanovic was 
sent off for a second bookable 
offence any possible resistance was 
stifled. Glory increased their lead 
by way of an own goal and South 
Melbourne were content to play 
out the remaining time. 

The following week the Glory 


were to slip up against the Knights 


and miss the opportunity of being 
the first team in a national league, 
in any code, to qualify for the finals 
at first time of asking. On this day 
however there was no such 
disappointment, and Vas 
Kalogeracos, who would 
eventually move on to play with 
South Melbourne, was the name 
on everyone's lips. 


South Melbourne are well known 
to Glory fans but there may well 
be a number of new faces in their 
line up this evening. The young 
goalkeeper Eugene Galekovic (20) 
has been preferred to Dean 
Anastasiadis (1) in recent weeks 
though elsewhere in the defence 
the names of Steve losifidis (2), 
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Mehmet Durakovic (4) and the 
youngster Patrick Kisnorbo (19) 
will provide confirmation, if it be 
needed, that Souths have one of 
the more miserly defences in the 
league. The defensive contingent 
is completed by Fausto De Amicis 
(3) and Robert Liparoti (5) both of 
whom have had spells out of the 
team through injury this campaign. 

In midfield captain Steve 
Panopoulos (7) was hugely 
influential last week against the 
Northern Spirit. Glory will also 
need to keep Bill Damianos (30) 
in check. He has 
been at the top of 
his form since 
returning from 
injury, including 
scoring the winner ¢ 
last weekend. 
Elsewhere in 
midfield the depth

With only minor knocks from 
last week's outing, Andre 
Gumprecht is expected to be fit 
and Bobby Despotovski is 
expected to be back in contention 
for a place. It's always a tough 
decision whether to bring a more 
established player back when his 
replacement has played well. Mich 
d’Avray has shown he is willing to 
persevere with the ‘form’ rather 
than the ‘name’ player if the 


situation demands it. 

Souths came to Perth last season 
with a ‘break us down’ attitude, a 
challenge poorly answered by the 
Glory. They have a different coach 
and the addition of Gumprecht 
gives the Glory more options, but 
should the situation arise again 
there may need to be a wildcard 
on the bench to upset the balance. 
In the past a fired-up Despotovski 
has filled that role.
